The Joint States met today and took the following action: 

 
Columbia River Mainstem Recreational Fishery 

Effective through Sunday September 7, 2014: 

In the area from the Tongue Point/Rocky Point line upstream to the Warrior Rock deadline the 

daily bag limit will continue to include any Chinook (hatchery or wild).   

All other permanent regulations remain in place. 

 

 
 This action extends the non-mark selective Chinook regulations for one additional day 

(Sunday September 7).   

 Mark-selective regulations for Chinook remain in place for this area as scheduled during 

September 8-14. 

 

 

Future Hearings:  
A Compact/Joint State hearing is scheduled via teleconference for 4:00 p.m. Wednesday 

September 10 to review salmonid stock status and ongoing non-Indian fisheries.
